Somo Practical Suggestions for Our

Agricultural Readers.

TIELD KOOT CP.0PS

An aero devoted to carrots, parsnips, beetsH

and turnips will provide an amount of succu-

lent food for Winter use that not only lessens,
tho grain required but promotes tho health
aud thrift of tho animals. Though low in
nutritious value, yet tho enormous crop3 that
may bo obtained more than recompense for
any deficiency that may exist otherwise Eoot
crops largely tako tho place of ensilage where
silos have not been constructed, aud one aero in
roots will enable tho farmer to keep more stock
and havo the animals in a better condition
than from any other crops that can be grown.

Tho difficulty with carrots and parsnips is
tho extra work required with tho crop aftor
tho seed is sown, tho slow germination destroy-

ing tho lines of the rows, as grass covers tho
ontiro plot before tho seeds bogin to shove out
their young plants, the tedious labor of hand-weedi- ng

being required. This difficulty, how-

ever, has been overcome by mixing the seeds
of quick-germinati- plants, such as radish,
with that of tho carrots or parsnips. Tho radish
soon comes up, tho rows can bo worked, and the
radish then pulled up and marketed or fed to
tho pigs. Improved seed-drill- s now drill tho
seed at regular places in tho rows, and of suff-
icient distance to pormit tho hoe to bo used.
Once tho young plants are up aud worked tho
difficulty is over, as tho plants soon tako pos-

session and crowd out the weeds and grass.
Another difficulty is that of storage. Tho prac-

tice of heaping the roots iu mouuds, to bo left
out duriug tho Winter, render tho task of feed-

ing them to tho stock very disagreeable, especi-
ally when the ground is frozen. This is now
overcome by storing them in bins in a cold
cellar, and, if preferred, thoy may be packed in
dry earth in tho bins.

Beets, carrots, parsnips and turnips grow
from small seeds, and from three to five pounds
will suffice for planting an acre of ground, whilo
the potato must bo grown from bulky tubers,
as much as fifteen or twenty bushels being re-

quired for an aero, according to tho mode of
planting. If the cutting of the potato seed, tho
labor of destroying tho beetle, and tho lower
keeping qualities of tho potato, compared with
the carrot or parsnip, bo considered, the cost of
production should be no moro for tho carrots
and parsnips than forthe former, whilo a much
larger yield and a moro valuablo feeding ma-
terial (not excepting the tops) may bo obtained.
If such crop3 are to bo grown, however, farmers
should not wait lonscor, but cot tho seed in
early. Many crops havo been failures owing
to tho delay in planting, tho grass being well
up before the seed has germinated. Tho root
crops should bo well started before warm
weather, so as to better resist the drouth, and
also to allow as much time as possible for com-

pleting growth. The soil should bo rich, fine,
and tho crops thoroughly cultivated.

NUTRITIVE REQUIREMENTS.

The results that aro being obtained from the
various experiment stations are proving quito
clearly that ovcry farmer, in order to work his
soil most successfully,' which implies tho use
of economical means, must become acquainted
with its real character as regards its capabil
ities and wants. If tho soil requires but ono
fertilizing clement in order to secure tho
growth of crop3, it, becomes a wasto to apply
auy elements that already exist in sufficient
quantity. Tho determination of this condition
is the problem that confronts tho farmor of the
present day. and to the solution of which his
energies should bo directed. Sometimes it even
becomes an iutorqsting question to determine
if the soil of one's farm, requires any applica-
tion at all of any commercial fertilizing ele-
ments. During the season of 7S8S this test was
made upon tho soil of tho Ohio Experiment
Station, which is a clay loam from two to flvo
feet in depth, with an underlying stratum of
gravel. .Nitrogen, potnsh, and phosphoric acid
woro applied sonarately, iu combination, and in
different forms with great caro and precisiou,
and tho result was the soil did not requiro any
artificial manures, and the expenditure of
uioney for them was without any return. In
the trial made tho avoragcyield of eight unfer-
tilized plots was 90.2 bushels por acre; the
average yield of tweivo fertilized plots wasS9.9
bushols, showing a differenco of only 0

bushel per acre, and including two plots, one
fertilized with manuro and one with linseed
oil meal, tho average would bo 91.2, which i3
not much of an increase Tor the use of 409
pounds of bone black, 200 pounds of muriate of
potash, and 4S0 pounds of nitrate of soda, as
was tho case iu tho experiment. Germaniown
Telegraph.

NOTES.

Tarred paper roofs must be made very se-

cure, or tho high winds will rip them off.
Whorevor there is a low, damp place thero

should bo a ditch or an under layer of drain
tilo.

Plum trees thrive best on a somewhat
heavy soil, though they can be grown also on
light sandy locations.

Air-slake- d lime dusted over the ground
around young trees serves as a partial protec-
tion against some kinds of insects.

Do not use sprouted seed of any kind.
Potatoes that aro kepe at too high a tempera-
ture will sprout, which injures them to a cer-
tain extent.

Whilo arranging your grounds do not dis-
card the old varieties of roses, poppies, etc.
They aro valuable for old associations as well as
for present beauty.

At this season tho wells from which tho
drinking water is obtained aro liable to bo pol-
luted with surface water. Grade around the
well and force the surface water away.

The quickest way to fatten an old cow is
to confine her in a small yard and givo her all
tho ground grain and hay she can cat. She
should be gotten in condition in as short a timo
as possible.

The white grub is a whitish grub, with
six legs near tho forepart of tho body. It
feeds ou tho roots of roses, and oventually de-
stroys tho bushes. Eemovo the earth around
the roots and kill tho grub.

At this season all fruit treo3 will be bono-fite- d

by a wash of sorao kind. A gallon of
strong soap suds, to which a teaspoon ful of car-
bolic acid is added, is excellent. Scrub tho
bark wollaud apply tho wash liberally.

English farmers roport extraordinary re-
sults from feeding ensilage to sheop. From eight
to 10 pounds cf ensilage, with chaffed straw and
roots, constitute a ration on which sheep es-
pecially owes aro said to thrive romarkably.

JSevor allow fresh manuro to come in con-
tact with tho roots of youug trees that aro
being planted. Chip dust, wood ashes or
broken bones may be placod in tho hole and
the top soil thrown in, but no formonting ma-
terial.

A heavy plank drabged over a lawn-pl- ot

will serve to rentier it smooth, thus greatly
aiding tho lawn-mow- er after the grass is up.
This lawn gras3,boiifg very short, may bo
cured and stored awayfor tho uso of poultry
in Winter.

Tho duck isnaturally a wator fowl, but
the Pekin and Rouen ducks do as well without
it. Our Pekins havo novcr seen any other than
their drinking walor, and thoy aro never sick,
aud during their season surprise overybodyat
tho quantity and size of tho eggs.

Tho farmer who th'jnks there can ba noth-
ing now iu agriculture should remember that
30 or 40 years ago his grandfather thought the
same way. It is a fact that agriculture has
made more advancement duriug the past 10
years than in auyothor'10 years of tho world's
history.

Plant a Bmall patch of sweet corn, beaus,
peas and potatoes very early. If tho fro3t kills
some of them the loss will bo small, and if they
escapo you will havo a change of rations a
mouth earlier than pooplo who neglect the
garden till all the farm crops aro in.

SUNDAY MEDITATION.
Practical Bntles Taught by a Study or tho Inter-

national Sunday-scho- ol Lesson Appointed for
3Iay 12. St. ilark, It: 9.

Ono reading these notes should first carefully
study tho paragraph from tho Holy Scriptures as
indicated .above.1

Subject: The AxoiNTisra or Christ by
Mary, the Sister op Lazarus.

1. Data.
Thero aro three accounts: 1. That by St.

Matthew, (2G : G-- 13.) 2. By St. Mark, (14 : 3--9.)

3. By St. John, (12:2--9; 11:2.) St. Luko failed
to mention this incident. Ono finds great profit

jif ho study all the data. Sts. Matthew and
mane wrote ac itomo, a. u. uvj, or ji years aiicr
tho facts occurred which they reported. St.
John wroto at Ephesus, A. D. 97, or 6G years
after the anointing.

2. Time.

This anointing took placo on Saturday even-
ing, March 13, A. D. 29. By Jewish reckoning,
according to which days began at 6 o'clock
evenings, tho incident occurred on their Sun-
day. Only four days intervened between
Mary's lovely act and tho cruciiiors' horrid
cruelty. Tho burial, referred to in St. Matthew
( V. 12), St. Mark (V. 8), and St. John (V. 7), took
placo on Friday evening. (St. Matt., 27:59,60.)
Tho event happened 1,8G0 years ago, and wo
see how the prophecy of Christ has been ful-

filled to tho effect that this incident would bo
told always and everywhere (See St. Matt.,
2G:13.)

3. Wliere.

Tho anointing took place in Bethany, tho
home of Lazarus, Mary and Martha. Bethany
is a village two miles east from Jerusalem, the
Mt. of Olives intervening. The scene of our
study was the dining-roo- m of tho home of
Simon tho leper. That place was distant only
about three miles from Christ's place of burial.

4. Hosl.
Tho name of tho person entertaining Christ

when the anointing took placo was Simon. Ho
was called tho leper. It is not unlikely he had
been afflicted with leprosy and was ono of those
whom Christ restored from that disease. Very
probably ho got up the entertainment out of
gratitudo to tho Savior, inviting some of tho
particular friends of Christ living in Bethany.
Of course Simon was not a leper at the time ho
gave the supper. All laws and precedents for-
bade a victim of said loathsome disease being
in the company of tho healthy. Those thus
afflicted were driven from society. It is there-
fore quito certain ho had been recovered to
health by our Savior. This fact illustrates St.
John, 21: 25. The calling Simon a leper after
tho cure was only like calling St. Matthew tho
publican longafter ho resigned that office. Adam
Clark thought the surname of Simon was Leper,
so that the full name of tho host was Simon
Leper. So wo might to-da- y say Mr. Wm. Fevor,
or Miss Mary Cancer. The supper 13 proof of
tho hospitablo spirit of the man, and will for-
ever bo a momorial to Simon.

D. The Ointment.
The art of manufacturing perfumes isancient.

During the reign of Elizabeth in England tho
uso of various odiferous ointments, scented
waters, sweet-smellin- g salts, was quito a rage.
Earlier still France set the fashion. Probably
thereare over 60 perfume manufacturing estab-
lishments in London and not less than 100 in
Paris. Tho ointment referred to in the lesson
was an aromatic balsam from tree or plant.
Myrrh was without doubt specially tho feature
in Mary's ointment. From tho fast of its hav-
ing been poured out, (St. Matt., 26:7,) wo may
infer it was a liquid, or quito thin. Mary's
ointment was "very precious." (St. Matt.,
26:7; St. Mark, 14:3.) St. Johu declares it
was " very costly." (12 : 3.) It was of " spike-
nard." (St. Mark, 14:3, and St. Johu, 12:3.)
It was doubtless tho most pnro kind, and hence
most exponsivo. Spikenard means a spike or
ear of nard. Tho oiutment was made from the
spikes or blades of nard. Nard is a plant highly
valued by tho ancieuts. It wa3 employed for
medicine aud luxury. It has a very fragrant
odor. It grows specially in India, and has a
long, slender stalk. It does not rank as a large
plant. Somo grows iu Palestine, but it is of an
inferior quality. It is found in tufts or dumps,
rising lik'o tall grass. It is common in Asia
Minor, and in Bhotan aud Nepaul on tho Hima-
laya Mountains. Greeks and Eomans mention
it as being from tho banks of tho Gauges.
Much of what wo call spikenard is from the
jataraausee plant in India. Grateful as was
tho odor of spikenard to tho ancients, it is not
agreeable to the European and American. Only
40 to 50 years before our lesson Horace, in a
letter of invitation to Virgil, requested him to
bring with him a small vial of spikouard, and
promised in retnrn to givo him a cask of wine.
(See Ode., iv, 12.)

The ointment was contained in an alabaster
box, or rathor in a vial, flask, vase or cruso.
Alabaster is stone yieldabio to easy manipula-
tion, pellucid, resembling glass. Layard found
among tho ruins of Nineveh white alabaster
vases for holding ointments aud cosmetics. We
may class alabaster with stono or marble. It
is generally very white aud clear. Sometimes
there are shades of yellow, red, gray. When
plaster-of-pari- s is variegated, or of fino white
appearance, it is called alabaster. Being easily
worked up, it is wrought into vases, flasks and
such like articles. When formed the articles
seem as though composed of glass. In vessels
made of alabaster people of early days preserved
their odiferous liquids, perfumes and oint-
ments.

Mary's ointment was very valuable. St. Mat-
thew says it could " havo been sold for much."
(26: 9.) St. Mark declares " it might have been
sold for more than 300 pence." (14:5.) St.
John states it would have brought at sale 300
pence. Wo have no exact measuro for tho
value of a ponce. Wo may put tho total cost
of tho ointment at, say, . None but St.
John gives tho quantity of the nard in tho
box. Ho says there was one pound. (12 : 3.)
Wo are to understand Troy weight, or three-fourt- hs

pound avoirdupois. Tho cruso must
honce havo been quito large. Many students
think Mary used only a portiou of her oint-
ment when at the supper in Simon's house,
reserving tho rest till Christ's death. Vo read
that ou Sunday morning tho same Mary went
to Christ's tomb, carrying sweot spices, etc., to
anoint tho body of Jesus. It is certaiti that
tho uso of one pound for anointing Christ at
tho table would seem too much.

In getting at the real value of tho ointment
used by Mary wo shall receive help if wo tako
into consideration the differences in tho prices
of wages thou aud now. It was worth 300
pouco or denarii. In those days a laboring
man received only one douarius for his daily
wages. Hence tho value of the ointment would
bo equivalent to 300 days of labor. Calculating
tho prico now received for a day's work at
$1.50, tho ointment was worth Wo
know tho prico paid in those times and places
was but ono denarius each day. Wo learn tho
fact in St. Matt., 20:2, whero wo aro told a
householder hired a number of laborers, agree-
ing to pay each ono denarius per day. A har-vestm- au

would havo had to work 300 days, or
nearly ono year, in order to pay for the pound
of ointment. It is said that tho pay in tho
year 1352 to haymakers of Englaud was ono
penny a day.

6. Tne Act.

Whilo our Savior was reclining at tho table
of Simon, aftor tho Oriental manner, which re-
sembled a lying posturo much as ouo assumes
when extended ou a lounge or couch, Mary,
tho sister of Lazarus, approached him, bearing
a vessel containing one pound of very choicely-perfume- d

ointment. Sho could easily reach
his feet, oxtended as thoy were out into the
room after tho manner of a person reclining.
Mary was a joint guest. First she anointed
his foot, having wiped from them tho dust.
Sandals woro then worn, and the feet would
become much soiled in tho streets. Henco a
prime duty of hospitality was tho furnishing
of facilities for cleaning tho feet. Doubtless
Christ's feet had been thus washed before his
entrance iuto the dining-room- . There would
bo call, therefore, for simply wiping them first
before applying the ointmont. Sho also an-
ointed his head. For spreading the perfume
over tho feet and for it3 more thorough appli-
cation sho used her own long, flowing hair. It
was a beautiful act. It is clear that Mary had,
with her quick, womanly iustiucts, caught the
idea Christ was soon to die. Ho had been
much to hor. Ho had restored her brothor to
life after a four-day- s' burial. Ho had fre-
quently been a guest at hor homo. Sho loved
him greatly, and could not let him go without
manifesting hor depth of affection.

7. Ojnnions as to the Jlferif of the Act.

A serious discussion sprang up as to the pru-don- co

of Mary's act. It was thought by somo
that tho 300 pence could have been put to much
bettor uso. Heading tho accounts, wo may say
that the difference of viows ns to tho proprioty
of Mary's deed lies between Jesus and Judas.
We may be sure that Christ wa3 right. Ho took
the part of Mary. A word of robuko from a
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Mention The National TrU)323;

professed friend of Christ was utterly shameful
and heartless under tho circumstances.

What was the use of anointing or embalm-
ing? It was to prcservo tho body. Thus by
some process corpses havo been kept in good
state for thousands of years. So would Mary
embalm our Savior, that his body might remain
for the longest time without corruption in a
stato of preservation. To return that kindness
so well intended Christ has embalmed the
memory of Mary. Sho shall livo in all age3.
That very act of anointing Christ as an ex-
pression of her wish hi3 body when deceased
might bo kept preserved is mado to bo a means
of forever keeping the name of Mary and her
anointing of Christ fresh to mortal minds.

To whom
should I apply for a blank for nn increase of pen-
sion? Insucr. 1. No; it is not necessary for pen-
sioners to make application for arrears. When the
arrears act shall have been passed their claims will
be taken up and the arrears due them will be paid
without application on their part. 2. The Com-
missioner of Pensions, providing you desire to
prosecute your own claim ; otherwise, to an attor-
ney.
i P. 3., Scufon Hhr&or, Ifi'cTi. What heirs of sol-diors- of

the warof 1812, and any prior to March
3, 18.35, aro entitled to bounty land and pension?
Ansiccr. The only heirs entitled to boanty land
are, first, the widow of the soldier; second, the
children; third, father; fourth, mother; fifth, the
brothers and sisters under 2i years of age Mareli
3, 1S53. No other heirs are entitled. Only the sol-
dier or his widow have title to pension for his serv-
ice in the war of 1S12 or the Mexican war. In the
Indian wnrs they would have to prove title tho
same as in the war of the rebellion by proving
origin of d.subility in the service and continuance
of saaie since discharge. Congress has not yet
passed ai service pen&ion bill for ihe survivors of tho
several Indian wars. A bill of this nature was
pending iu the last Congress, but failed to become
n law. It is hoped that the next Congress will be
more favorably inclined to pension legislation.

As he left neither widow
nor minor children, can I now apply under tho act
of March 1, 1SS9, as his legal representative, for the
amount due him on account of pension?

No. The act of Marcii 1, 1889, has been held to ap-
ply only to cases where the death of the soldier and
issuance of pension cerUiiente occur subsequent to
March 1, lSSv. If the soldier did not leave sufficient
assets to pay the expenses of his last illness and fun-
eral, vou could make collection for thnt amount by
way of reiuibur-ome- nt under section 471S, Kevised-- J

Statutes of the united states. Application should
be made the Hon. Third Auditor of the Treas-
ury, this city.

J. C. D., Enon Valley, Pa. J am now drawing 324
per month for gunshot wound of right shoulder,
which almost wholly disables me from the perform-
ance of manual labor. Will I be entitled to $30 per
month under the new ruling of Commissioner Tan-
ner? What shall I do in this case? Am I not also
entitled to commutation money on account of my
arm? Answer. Tho easiest way for you to ascer-
tain whether you are entitled to Increase of pension
is to file application therefor with the Commis-
sioner of Pensions. No person can tell without
an examination of the papers whether a person is
entitled or not. You nre 110 duubteutitled to com-
mutation for tho loss of tho use of your arm. Ap-
ply to tho Surgeon-Genera- l, U. S. A., this oity.

A. jF. 21., Randolph, Kan. An old soldier in
this County died April 10, after a sickness of a
number of years, during which time he was cared
for and buried nt my expense. His pension wa3
allowed in March, but no collection was made.
As he. left neither widow nor minor children,
who is entitled to this pension money, the legal
representative or myself? Answer. Under section
17IS, JRevised Statutes, you can be reimbursed
to tho extent of expanses incurred during last
illness nnd burial, but under ths of March 1,
18S9, payment of the full nmount may be mado to
tbe iegal representative at tho direction of the Sec-
retary of tho Interior. A settlement will not be
made under both laws, aud if you deem it advisa-
ble you may insist upon settlement under seetion
171 S, Kevised Statutes, in which event tho balance
would bo covered back into the Treasury.

I ura now a pen-
sioner at the rate of S-- per month for catarrh, re-
sulting in disease of lungs and severe deafness of
ono cur nnd slight deafness of the other.
